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Clarence Ousley Speaks for 


Present Local Option Law 


Hen. Clarence Ousley, editor of the 
F o rt W orth Record, delivered one of 
the best anti speeches ever heard here 
W ednesday afternoon to a good sized 
crowd in the district court room. Mr. 
Ousley is ab o lish ed gentleman, has 
a good delivery, a clear distinct voice 
and is probably one of the best post­ 
ed men in Texas in regard to the 
liquor law enforcement, having visi­ 
ted prohibition states and devoted 
weeks to observing the operations of 
the law. 
He spoke for about one 
hour and thirty minutes and the best 
of attention was given him. 
He stated 
that he believed the ministers had a 
right to enter into and participate in 
political discussions, but questioned 
the rights o f those m inisters who 
preached political proscription and 
intolerance, and consigned to the bot­ 
tomless pits of purgatory all those 
who failed to agree with them on 
question affecting the government. 
He paid a splendid tribute to the 
state university and severely criticised 
Sterling S trong f o r stating that, 
owing to saloons being in close prox­ 
imity to the state institution at Aus­ 
tin, students were being debauched by 


the b ar rooms. 
Dr. R ankins’ speech 
at Bowie, delivered seven years ago, 
in favor of local option, and his in­ 
terview three years ago with a Record 
representative at Austin, in which the 
D allas m inister said he favored lo­ 
cal option as the safest and surest 
way of controlling the liquor traffic 
in Texas, and stating that the prohi­ 
bition law could not be enforced in 
localities where the public sentiment 
was against it, came in for their share 
of Mr. Ousley’s rem arks. 
Ex-Gov. 
Tom Campbell was pictured as a 
candidate for the office of governor 
against Gov. Colquitt. The speaker 
predicted that if the antis throughout 
the state would go to the polls S atur 
day and do their duty, ascending to 
the dictates of their conscience, the

David’s Soul In Ho!!. 
'As the Old T estam ent tells nothing 
ab o u t a H eavenly condition, likew ise 
It tells nothing about a hell of fire or 
to rm e n t 
Such devilish theories w ere 
invented by th e heathen, from whom 
m any C hristians have since absorbed 
m ore or less of the false doctrines. 
The Law and th e P rophets do refer to 
hell some sixty-six tim es, but th e hell 
which they teach is the grave, the 
tom b, the sta te of death. 
From first 
to last all m ankind, both good and 
bad. go to hell, sheol, Ihe tomb. 
The w riters of the New T estam ent 
also w ere Jew s, and it m ight here be 
noted th at now here did they describe 
th e Hell and P urgatory w hich we

‘JAHI) calls 
our attention to the fact that

Prophet David did see corruption, and 
hence th at this statem ent was not in 
regard to him self but Jesus th a t the 
soul of Jesus was not left in sheol 
(Greek, hades); and, additionally, that 
the flesh of Jesus was not allow ed to 
c o rru p t 
St. P eter w as pointing out the fulfil 
rnent of this prophecy of th e resurrec­ 
tion of Jesus from the dead on the 
third day, w hen he m ade use of our 
text, “David is not ascended into the 
heavens; * * * his sepulchre is w ith us 
unto this day.” 
St. P eter’s argum ent 
is th a t D avid w as in his sepulchre and 
w as still dead, but th a t his w ords w ere 
a prophetic reference to Jesus’ resur­ 
rection. 


David Will Not Go to Heaven. 
K ing David will not go to heaven, 
said P astor Russell, and he will not 
desire to go to heaven, for the sam e 
reason th a t a fish has no desire to 
perch upon the limb of a tree nor a 
bird to m ake its home under th e w ater. 
As these anim als have natures distinct 
and are adapted to the conditions which 
God has provided, so the n atu re of 
m an. even w hen brought to hum an 
perfection, will enjoy and appreciate 
m ore the earthly blessings which God 
has provided fo r him than he would 
enjoy th e heavenly blessings w hich 
God has provided for th e Elect “lit­ 
tle flock”—“th e C hurch of th e First- 
Borns,” w hose nam es are w ritten in 
heaven (H ebrew s xii, 23).
